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The applicant argues that Walker does not disclose a connection port proximate the bottom of the hollow body configured to connect to an 
external nebulization chamber, the connection port comprising a nebulizer inlet and a nebulizer outlet; and air flow path, defined by the 
hollow body and the baffle, having portions antiparallel to one another thorugh an interior of the hollow body. The examiner disagrees with 
the applicant's argument. As stated in the response to argument section of the final office action dated August 18 th , 2008, the area that 
connects the breathanalyzer chamber 10 to the container 25 is defined as a connection port. The connection port comprises a nebulizer 
inlet (the area where gas enter the container 25 is defined as the inlet) and a nebulizer outlet (the area where the gas enters the 
breathalizer is defined as the outlet) and airflow path defined by the hollow body and the baffle, having portions antiparallel to one another 
through an interior of the hollow body (as the arrows indicate in figures 1 it is an antiparallel flow path). 
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
